1. Purpose. To prescribe seasonal uniforms in enclosure (1).

2. Cancellation. NRSTINST 1020.1, CNATRAINST 1020.7F;

3. Information. Reference (a) governs the uniforms and civilian attire worn
by naval personnel. Reference (b) contaims the uniform policy and regulations
for Navy and Marine Corps personnel in the Chief of Naval Education and
Training (CNET) Area of Coordinationm.

4, Authority to Prescribe Uniforms. The wearing of the uniform of the day
and working uniforms by naval personnel shall be as prescribed in references
(a) and (b). In this regard, the seasonal guide in enclosure (1) shall be
closely adhered to. Alternate uniforms may be authorized by station
commanding officers when warranted by special situations or occasions.
Uniforms for inspections and special ceremonies should be issued by written
notice.

5. Action. All hands will comply with this directive. All officer and
enlisted personnel are expected to set an example of military smartness and
actively enforce the provisions of this directive.

6. Applicability. The contents of this instruction are applicable to all
naval personnel under the Naval Air Training Command and Navy Region South

Texas as Regional Area Coordinator.

Flight suits will not be worn for sit down meals
in off-base restaurants. However, drive-thrus, pick-up orders and take-outs
are authorized.

7. Consistent with the guidelines of reference (a), either leather or nylon
flight jackets are authorized within the CNATRA Regional Area of
Coordination.
